Po Hoſoever he was who firſt ſaid 
of Wiſdom (or Philoſophy )thar 
It is Contemplatio Mortis, hath re- 
commended a conſiderable doca- 
ment to the World, 

Not that the continual Poring 
and mediating upon Death ( preciſely and na- 
kedly conſidered ) is a matter ſo much becoming 
a Philoſopher, But becauſe the true Theory of the 
conſequents of Death, is not only the molt ex- 
cellent, but alſo the moſt concerning part of humane 
Knowledge. 

It is that Theory, which influences the A#FHons 
of all living wen ; which ſteers their courſes, and 
gives rules and meaſures to them in all their con- 
cernments. 
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As, for inſtance. 

The true determination of the Queſtion betwixt 
the Chriſtian Theory and others ( eſpecially that of 
Epicurus ) concerning the fate after Death (the 
Mortality or Immortality of the Soul, the Account and* 
Judgment atter Death, the Reſurrettion of the Body, 
and the Rewards of Eternity :) will decide the Que- 
ſtions of w v3 & = =zinv, Good or Evil, Prudent 
or Imprudent, Brave or { ontemptible in the Lives or 
AAions of Men.- 

It Death have Dominion over the Whole man, 
and if it be an Extin&ion of the Soul! as well as a 
Corruption and Diſſolution of che Body , If there be 
no Rewards or Puniſhments to follow and could we 
be ſure of all this; Then to deny our preſent Aﬀe- 
ftions and 4ppetites, or to put our lelyes upon ha- 
zardous and difficult defigns, upon the ( ontemplation 
of ſomething to betide us after death, is very Impru- 
dent, Fooliſh, and Ignoble. 

If onthe other fide, the end of this mortal life 
be the beginning of another ſtate, a Rate of happi- 
neſs or miſery, to be diſpenſed according to the 
Chriſtian Theory ; Thea to preter things light and 
Temporal, before thole which are weighty and 
eternal, is eaſily, fettiſh, and Contemptible. It is 
the buſineſs of our moſt Learned Apoſtle, here in 
this Chapter, wnder the Comprehenſive Title of 
the Queſtion concerning the ReſurreFiou, to coms 
pare and to examine the Chriſtian and Epicurean 
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over Death. 


Theories, in reference to the State of the vit; 
funti. 

The (Corinthian ( Epicurean ) Phileſopby had 
begun like a ( ancer,to eat out the Do@trine of the 
Re/urrection, and here he labours earncſtly to re- 
trive it, 

He proves the truth of the Chriſtian Doctrine, 
and ( becauſe veritas eſt una) in ſo doing he ſhews 
the falſhood of the Epicurean Hypotheſls. 

From the Reſurrection of Chriſt he infers the 
truth of the General Doctrine of the ReſurreCion 
and for the truth of Chriſts Reſurrection, he appeals 
to more than 500 Witneſles. 

He ſhews the many Abſurditics of Epicurizing 
under a Profeſſion of Chriſtianity , and an{wers that 
fond Objection about the manner of the Reſurrection, 
and the body that ſhall ariſe. 

He weighs the Phyſical and T heorical opinions, 
and the pratical Corollaries of them. | 

The Natural Philoſophy of ene Opinion is, That 
We ſhall die to morrew ( toti moriemur. ) Of the 
other, That we mnt all live for ever. 

Ot theſe Opinions, One tends to corrupt good 
manners ; the other to rectifie and ennoblethem : 
One inclines and leads men to the Work of the 
Beaſt in Man ;, the other, to the Work of the 
Lord, 

The Logick of One is this, Let us eat and drink , 
ſer to morrew we ſhall die; The Inference of the 
B 2 other 
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ways abounding in the work of the Lord, foraſmuch 
as we know, that our Labour is not in vain in the 
Lord. 

The Epicurean ImpoFture, by the afliſtance of a 
violent Luf, an ungovernable rage, Actuated and 
Heightned by provocation, or inflamed by the ſpirit 
of Wine , may furniſh outa Hector to a Duel , and 
prompt him on to die as a fool dieth. But the 
foundation of Great and Heroical Performances, the 
juſt and rational, the Conſiderate and Sedate, the 
conſtant, perpetual, and uniform contempt of Death in 
all the ſhapes thercof, is only derived from the 
( briftian Principle. This inſpires paſſive valour ins 
to the hearts of men, and furniſhes: invincible Mar- 
tyrs forthe Stake 3 This excites Active Courage, and 
Equippes and furniſhes Heroical Souldiers and Gene- 
rals for the Field. 

To this the World is indebted for the Glorious 
Example of this day; and to this we are indebted 
for this Triumphal i=inss of the Text, O Death! 
Where is thy ſling ?. O Grave! Where is thy Vi&ory * 
The ſting of Death is fin,the ſtrength of fin is the Law: 
But thanks be to God that giveth us the ViBbory through 
Feſus Chriſt eur Lord. 

The words of my Text reſolve into two Genez 
ral parts. 

1. APropoſition or Chriſtian Principle, God 

through Chriſt giveth ns the vidtory over death. 
2.An 
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2. Aninference to Chriſtian practice. 

1. In reference to God, Thanks be to God. 
2, In reference toour ſelves,Let us be ſtedfaſt, 
unmoveable. 

As for the Inference, I ſhall only be permitted 
to Conclude with it, and am forced to be very con- 
tracted in my Obſervations, 

The Propoſition may be conlidered. two 
ways. 

1, Objective andin Theſi,and ſo it lays down the 

eneral Caſe of Believers, as it ſtands ( 7j vw) in 
the eruth of nature, and fo it gives us this univerſal 
Theorem or 0bſ/ervation, viz. 

Every true Chriſtian is through our Lord ( brift 
victorious over Death, Or, God through ( briſ 
gives to every ( briftian the victory over Death, 

\ 2. Subjective and in Hypothefs, as it bears a 
part in St, Paul; Triumphant imiwr, and then it at- 
fords us this more reſtrained. and particular Obſcr» 
yation, Viz; | 

Through Chriit it # given to ſome Believers, even 
bers in this Life, to attain to a ſetled contempt of 
Death, enabling them to triumph over it. 

Of theſe rwo Obſervations very briefly. 

I. Chriſt has procured to every true Chriftian 
or Believer the Victory over Death. Now the 4/» 
ſertion of the truth of this Propoſition, the Expli- 
cation and particular tractation of the Canſes, and 
the Deduction, and enforcement of the _— 
——_—- © 
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of itin reference to God and Max, is ſo Apparently 

the entire Argument of the Goſpel, that it is needleſs, 
among Chriſtians, to inſiſt on the proof of the 
Obſervation : Briefly , the Goſpel hath delivered 
to us both the #n and the 4 of it, 

Firſt, For the *0n. 

If cithei ( according to the Deftrine of Fpicn- 
rus ) we ſuppeſe Death to diſſolve the Soul, as well as 
ro corrupt the Body of a man; 

Or if the Sort of a man ſhall ſurvive, and 
Peath ſhall immediately enter it into « ſtate of 
infelicity to be filled up, and eternized by a miſerable 
Reſurrection under the ſtinging of a worm that dies 
xot, and the tormenting rage of a Fire that never 
ſhall be quenched. In either of theſe Caſes ( in the 
Figurative Language of the Scripture, which 
fpeaks of Death as of a Perſon) it may be pro- 
perly affirmed, That: Death is too bard for ſuch 
a man, that it gets the victory, and holds the Do- 
minion over him. But jf on the other ſide, the 
ſlate of a man be advanced and bettered by his 
Diſſolurton , So that upon good Cenſideration, it 
be deſirable to him to be Diſſolved. Tf when Death 
{hall have done its utmoſt, the Eſſential part of wan, 
The Man that is in Man, ſhall be ſurviving, -ſur- 
viving in joy unſpeakable; ro be compleated in a 
Glorious Reſurrection, to be continued and increa- 
ſed toall Eternity. Then he who doth nor-periſh by 
the hand'of Death, nor is thrown by 3rt-into a 
{tzte 
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Rare of infelicity, but paſſes through aeath into 
endleſs Life ; this man is propetly viftorious over 
Death. 

Now thi is the Efe& and Summary of the Go- 
ſpel, to this every part of it, one way or other, 
oh relate, it eyery where aſſures us, that this is 
the condition of every true believer, Whoſoever be- Joh. 3.16. 
lieveth in him ſhall not periſh, i. e. ſhall noc ceaſe to 
be, ( much leſs do worle ) but bave everlaſting Life, 
viz. he hath the victory over Death. 

Secondly, Again for the aim. The whole ſeries of 
this affair is per omnia Cauſarum genera, from the

'$ Thus Chriſt, the Captain of our Salvation , 
| obtained the /ictory over death and bell, obtained it 
for himſelf, and tor af his faithful Souldiers and 
| followers ; Thus all of them have certitudinem 0þ- 
jecti, Every true believer is victori2us over death in 
| truth, and inret veritate. 
| But every one hath nor in this life certitudinem 
| ſubjecti ; This is not a-general Intereſt, to which 
men Are entitled by Chriſtianity, bus a ſpecial 
Grace: and priviledge,” diſpenſed according to 
che peculiar prerogative of Gods Will and Plea- 
ſure. 
Though Chriſtianity, and a ju#t power of Con- 
remning 
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temning Death may be reciprocal, yet Chriſtianity 
and the actual exerciſe of the contempt of Death, 
do not by neceſliy evince one another. There are 
Children of light which walk in darkneſs, working 
out their Salvation wich perpetual fears and trem- 
blings. 

T here are (onthe other ſide ) ſome;that having 
no charity, are yet lo far tranſported as to give their 
Bodys co be burned. There is a way that ſeemerh 
rizht unto a man, butthe end thereof are the paths 
of death. So thar the ſecond Obſervation is limited, 
and particular: v.Z 

Ii. Through Chriſt it is given to ſome Believers to 
attain in thu life, to a ſettled contempt of death, and 
enabling them to triumph over it : [his was the Caſe of 
Se. Paulinthe Text, and the Caſe of many others, 
He giveth us the victury,laich St. Paul. 

To clear this Obſervation, ought to ſhew how 
Chriſtians come to obtain this priviledge, 92 ze? 
C by and through Chr:(t. ) 

To perform this fully, it would be requilite to 
lay before you the DoEtrines of the Merits of Chriſt, 
and of the Grace of God, and of the Application of 
them by Believers. Bur being reſtrained by the oc- 
cafion, I ſhall only endeavour to ſhew, that Chriſt 
(and He indeed alone) hath given bi followers (uch 
a Syſtem of principles,as is apt and ablerto bring them 
to a Rational contempt of Death. Now this he hath 


done, 
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1. By the Theory which he hath left the World 
concerning the State of the Vita funtli ( or De- 
ceaſed. ) 

2. By the aſſurance which he hath given the 
World of the trath of that 1 heory. 

No other Theory ( ſuppoſing it to be true ) is 
in its nature able and apt ro bring men to this he- 
roic ſlate. No other diſſentins Theory s or can be 
true. Annihilation and miſery Natare abhors, and 
the only ground of a rational Contempr of death, 
isa juſt expe&tation to advance and better a mans 
eſtate by dying. 

This expettatien ariſes only from a good Conſci- 
ence ; To reduce a man to a good habit of Conſcience, 
nothing is power ful enough beſide the powers of the 
Worldto come, a right unde1ſtznding, and a deep 
Conlideration of the Pe- ſonal Rewards and Puniſh- 
ments of the World to come. 

Now the true Theory concerning Perſonal Re- 
wards and ! unfhments, was firit of all clearly deli- 
vered to the World by our Lord Jeſus ( brift : For, 

1. Heirs that hath cleared the perſonal capacity 
of the rewards of the Worid to come, 

2, He it is who hath del/vrred plainly and clearly 
the 4dmini/tration of the Rewards themſelves. 

1- Chriſt has cleared the ( apacity of perſonal 
revards; and this he hath done by his Do&-ine 
concerning 1. The Immortality of the Soul,and 2, Ot 


the Re/urrettion of the body. 
Firſt, 
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kir/t, For the !mmortalicy of the Soul. 

Although the ſimple -ppreben/ion of ſpiricual 
Beings . lhe judging things contraty to the re- 
preſentation ot lenſe (as in the diſtance and mag- 
nitude of the Sun,Moon,and Stars; ) The forming 
univerſal Pr poſitions ; The Keaſoning and R. fleing 
power of men ; The ſtrugling betwixt the Senſual 
and Intell:Giual part of man. 

The Laſhes of Conſcience, in Wicked men, al- 
ways forecaiting grievous things, 

Although, theſe and many orher indications of 
Nature do eviace, that there is 1n living men ſame- 
thing incorporeal and immw tal, 

And although beſide and abve theſe Indicarions, 
there are many paſlage* in the Law and the »r0- 
phets, from whence the immortality of the Sul 
may be Ccncluded, (in Conlequence whereof, 
both befre and during the t me of Chrilt, Ai the 
Seets of the Fews, except the Sadduces, And (CL 
think ) al the Philoſophers, except Epicurus, did 
declare for the Do&rine of an Immortality. ) 

Yer it is truly ſaid of Chriſt, that he did 7» 4 
e 092poiar pulilen; that he cleared or vrought to lipht 
the Dofrine of {mmortality. 

The Opinions which ruled the World before 
him ( both of the Philoſophers and of the Rabbins ) 
were not only falſe but pernicious; They til 
made Death the King of Terrors, and were o 

far from Eſtabliſhing, that they ov.rthrew the Ca- 
C 2 pacity 
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pacity of Perſonal Rewards and Puniſhments afcer 
Death. 

Theſe are the (onſequences of all thofe Hypothe- 
ſes which either deſtroy che jubſtarce of the Soul with 
Epicurus ; Orthe individual permanency of the Soul 
with the Platoniſts the Peripateticks and the Stoicks. 
Or which aflert the Metempſycheſis of Souls, pal- 
ſing from Men to Beaits, or Men, with the Pytha- 
goreans and many of the Jews. And theſe werethe 
Imaginations which had poſſeſſed che World before 
the Miniſtry of Chriſt. 

If the Soul were a (raſis or Harmony, a Modus or 
Motion of the Body, it would then be diſſolved in 
Death, it would ceaſe to be or ſleepin the lifeleſs. Atoms 
whercof the Body was compoſed. 

But He hath taught us, that mn may Kill the 
Body,and not be able to burt the Soul ; from whence 
it follows, that the Soul is a diſtint and permanent 
ſubſiſtence. 

If the Immortal part in man were a Delibation 
of the God-head; or Intelleftus agens, or the 
Soul of the World, and upon Death were back 
again refunded into them, the Individual nature 
would be deſtroyed ; Bur He hath taught us, that 
this is ſtill preſeryed, that the Souls of Abrabam, 


| Tfaac, and Facob, are diſtinfih preſerved in the hand 


of God, 

It Souls did tranſmigrate from men to beaſts, or 
from one man to-anuther, who could be rewarded ? 
Pythagorgs 


ober Death, 
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Pythagoras, or Eupborbus ? he hath inſtructed us, 
that the Soul doth not ſhift and flit from one bo- 
dy into another, but in their departure, when 
they go hence, they pals into Everlaſting Flabita- 
£10NS. 

Laſtly, He bath informed the World, that not 
only the ſouls of the Righteous, bur of the Wicked allo, 
are Immortal. Thar as the ſoul of Lazarws, fo allo 
the ſoul of Dies, was permanent and exiſtent after 
Death. 

Thus Chriſt hath cleared the Do&rine of Immor- 
tality, and ( in reſpect of the ſoul) the capacity of 
perſonal Rewards, 

2. Moreover, to fill up and c-mpleat the capacity 
of the whole perſon, and ſo render it intire, He 
hath delivered ro the World the Doctrine of the 
Reſurrection of the Body , namely,that the time 1s 
coming when Death ſhall be finally ſwallowed upin 
Victory. 

That He himſelf (hall then deſcend from Hea- rThe.4 
ven with a ſhout, with'the voice of the Arch- 
_ the Trump'ot God, and the Dead ſhall 
riſe. 

That the dead in-Chriſt ſhall riſe firſt. 

That what is lown in (orruption, ſhall be raiſed 
in Incorruption. 

That af men ſhall riſe wich thetr own bodys, 19.4. 


that 'all-that. arc inthe Grave ſhall hear his voice |, . , 
andccome forth. C 3 Thar 
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That the Sea (hall give up the Dead which are

That thoſe that have done good, ſhall go into 
che Reſurr:&ion of Life, and thoſe that have 
done evil, ſhall go into the Relurreftion of Con- 
demnation. | 

Thus bath our Lord Chriſt cleared the Principle 
and foundation of a Generous Contempt of death, 
by bringing to Light the Capacity of Perſonal 
Rewards in the World to come. 

But, 2. He hath clearly delivered the whole me- 
thod and Adminiſtration of Rewards themſelves; 
Inchoate and particular in our deceale. 2. Univerſal, 
Conſummate in the great Day of Retribution, at the 
time of the general Reſurrefion, 

In the Goſpel we are taught, that immeatately up- 
on our Diſſslution, the Souls of the Reghteous enter 
into a ſtate of happineſs, and the ſouls of the wicked 
into a ſtate of Infelicity.. 

For the former, to-be diſſolved is 'to be with 
Chriſt, for the latter, to die is co become milc- 
rable. 

Say to the Righteous, it ſhall be well with him 
exen, they die inthe Lord, - they teſt from their La- 
bours, their works follow them. | 

Say to the Wicked, it ſhall be ill with him, the 
Other is comforted, but ne ſhall be tormented , 
Lagarms died, and immediately was--carried - by

over Death. 
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Angels into Abrahams Boſome - Therich man died 
and was bed, and preſently we find him in Hell, 
in Torments. 

Bur the great and final diſtribution of Rewards, 
the Circumſtances and intire Oeconomy of the Ge- 
neral Judgment, as it is delivered only, ſo ir is 
delivered puniually, and exattly, in and by the 
Goſpel. 

This tells us, 

That God hath appointed a Day, wherein he | 
will Judge the World. That Chriſt is ordained of Ap-c.10. 
God, to be Fudye both of Quick and Dead. 


That he ſhall come in the Clouds, and every Fye FR I 
ſhall /ee him. That the Powers of Heaven ſhall oF 
be ſhaken, and then ſhall appear the fign of the Mar.24. 4 | 
Son of man in Heaven,and they ſhall ſee him com- bf 
ing inthe Clouds with power and great glory. b 


That he ſhall end bis Angels, with a great ;.. 
ſound of a Trumper, and they ſhall gather together 
the Ele trom the four Winds,trom one end of Heas 
yen to the other. 

Rh he ſhall fic upon the Throne of his Ma. 
Glory. 

That all Nations ſhall be gathered before him ; 
We mult all appear betore his Judgmeac Sear, to 
anſwer for the things done in the boay, w hether | 
they be good or evil. af 

T hat he ſhall /eparate the one from the cther,as Ibid. 32, 4: 
the Shepherd divideth the Sheep trom the Geat, md. 


vs 
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t hat che Books ſhall be opened,and the dead ſhall 
be Judged out of thole things which are written 
in the Books. 

Thar every ſecret thing ſhall be brought to 
light, the ſecret (ounſels of the Heart, the hid- 
den Works of Darkneſs, ſhall be revealed, and 
he ſhall Render to every one according to his 
Deeds. 

That this ſentence ſhall be pronounced, upon the 
bleſſed, Come ye bleſſed of my Father, &c. 

And this upon the c«1ſed, Go ye curſed, &c. 

Finally, char upon the ſentence given, the righte- 
ous ſhall enter into joy unſpeakable and full of Glo- 
r7y 3 And the Wicked ſhall paſs into a ſtate of ever- 
lLafling torment, where ſhall be weeping, and wai- 
ling, and gnaſhing of teeth. 

Thele are thole Powers of the World to come, 
whereof the Apoſtle ſpeaks. As there are movi- 
menta mechanica ( mechanical powers ) whereby 
the motion of bodies is excited and regulated; So 
Rewards and Puxiſhments are movimenta ſpiritualia, 
thole ſpiritual powers, which excite and regu- 
late the motions of the Soul ; and that which 
gives to theſe their utmoſt force and moment, 
is this Conſideration, That they z2re to be 
Ecernal. | 

T his Conſideration is able eff-Qtually to sffright 
men from baſe and ignoble Actions, and to inſpire 
thera wich noble and beroical deſigns, to raiſe _ 
above 
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above all worldly things, and bring them to 
a Rational contempt of Death, And this is 
that Theory which (rift hath delivered concer- 
ning the flate of the Vita functi, 

But Secondly, Chriſt hath not only delivered, 
but he hath alſo aſſwed the world of the truth of 
this Theory. 

He confirmed the truth of his Doctrine, the 
Divinity of his precepts , the certainty of the Re- 
wards , and puniſhments of the world ro come, 
the infallible performance of his promiſes, and his 
threatnings. | 

Not by giving the world a ſet and ſeries of 
imaginary principle; of vain Philoſophy, and Scis 
ence falſly fo called, engendring ſtrifes and ever. 
laſting diſputations. 

Not by bare Aſſertions , and confident Repetiti- 
ons only , as did the Epicureans of old, And as 
is the manner of ſome in our daies, who haye 
taken up their principles among# our elves 

Not by Phantaftical obſcure Ratiocinations, con- 
cerning Numbers, Vehicles , "Avleurnrs. "Evjeaixae , Or 

the like ; But by evidences plain and convincing, by 
proofs ſenſible and experimental , partcularly ace 
commodate to the eviction of the truth of the 
matter in queſtion, and to the conviction of all 
mankind ; By raiſing Lazarus and others from 
the dead, he at once gave an experiment of the im- 
mortality of the Soul , and of the Reſurrection - 
- 
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the body, of the capacity of cternal Rewards and 
Puniſh ments. 

Of all his Do&rines he gave infallible, ſenfible, 
undeniable proof by the purity of his Precepts, The 
Sanfiity of his Life ; The Teſtimony and witnels of 
his Leath. 

By fulfilling all the Propheſies concerning him, 
By his Prediftions and his Miracles 3 By athouſand 
ſeveral inflances of ſupernatural Wiſdom and Power 
By his glorious Reſurreftion, his Viſible Aſcenſion , 
By ſending down the Holy Ghoſt on the Apoſtles, 
By enabling his Diſciples and his Followers to 
work Signs and Wonders ( in one word } by innu- 
merable Arguments. 

Thus the Captain of our Salvation, the Author 
and Finiſher of our Faith, hath cleared the Foun- 
dation and Principle of Heroic Actions, in exhibi- 
ting tO the World, the Grounds and Cauſes of a juſt 
and rational contempt of Death. 


Nd now, bleſſed be his Holy Name, who 

by his Grace, applying thoſe Principles ro 
the bearts of the Profeſſors of (briſtianity, is plea- 
fed in all Ages to raiſe up Chriſtian Heroes for a 
Teftimony to che energy of his eternal Goſpel. And 
11 particular, Bl:ſſed be his Name, who in our Time 
and in our Nation, hath been pleaſed to raiſe up that 
Great and moſt Honourable Perſon, the Iftuſtrions 
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of Death, That Glorious Performer of Heroic Atti« 
ons. Concerning whom I am obliged (though 
very briefly and (cantly ) to ſpeak His (onntry the 
fourceof many Gallant men. 

His Extra#tion from a generous, ancient, emi- 
nent Family ; His early AddifFion to Arms, the 
School wherein he was trained ; the degrees by 
which he aſcended, His youthful eſſays, His virile 
Performances both at Sea and Land; in Forreign 
Countrys, in England, Ireland, Scotland, (All me- 
morable, and ſuch as will be great in Story ) ſhall 
not detain you. 

The little which I intend to ſpeak, ſhall rake 
its Epocha from that time, when God was plealcd 
to raiſe him up to be: our Deliverer, to call him 
forth and ſhow him openly upon the Theater of 
the World; making him a ſpe&acle to Angels and 
ro men. 

Since this time, if we ſhall well conſider him, in 
every Circumſtance, I conceive I may, . without 

flattery or partiality pronounce ; 

1. That a greater Afion hath not been per- 
formed, than that of the Reftauration, 

2. That a greater Perſon than He, concerning 
whom weare /peaking, hathTibtlmee produced in 
many Genepations; And theſe are the two things 
which 1 ſhall propoſe to your Obſervation. 


To enter into the places of Rhetorick, and to 
Da expallate 


that Great and moſt eminent and uniform deſpiſer 
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expatriate in a formal Paneg yrick, were to violate your 
patience, and offend the manes of him,to whom we 
perform this parentation. 

He was a man Great of Performance , little of 
Speech, no lover of waſt words, or fine compo- 
ſed Orations, bur a great Aﬀecter of what was 
ſhort and plain, eafie and inaffetted. 

In compliance with this Chara#er of him, [I 
ſhall briefly and plainly intreat you to conſider , 
That for a man to exert an Heroical perfor- 
raance, two things are requiſite. 

1. There muſt bethe exerciſe of Yertue, (Pru- 
dence, Fortitude, Juſtice, Temperance, and their ſub- 
ordinate vertues ) in an eminent manner: And 
2. There muſt be ew» , ſomething divine and 
extraordinary, 

An eminent opportunity, an Objeft Arduous and 
Honourable; And a Succeſs that may have in it 
an evidence of ſomething ſupernatural. 

Conſider how all thele Circumſtances were com- 
bined and conſtellate in that marvellous work of the 
ReStauration. 

2. - Moreover, ſeeing that Honir eſt in honorans 
te, and lies in the Apprebenſion of Speftatars , 
who alwaics have one gjj& on the profperity , - as 
well as anot4==+p6# the merit of a perſgm; And 
who do not give a final Judgment, ante obitum 
ſupremaque funeras. Therefore to (eſtimate the 
greatnels of this Perſon, I (hall intreat you to con- 
fider, 
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ſider, 2+ The perſeverance of bis vertue, 3. The 
Felicity wherewith it was attended. 

1, For the Glory of the Reſtauration. 

The greateſt advantage of Honour (with God 
and Man) which can betfall a Military Perſon , 
is not to ſlay his thouſands, or his millions, bur 
to be made a Repairer of the Breaches of his (onns- 
try , and aReſtorer of paths to dwell in : For 
this there. muſt be Opportunity (if there be no brea* 
ches, there can be no repairer, ) For this, God gave 
him Opportunity. 

How great, alas / were the Breaches, how ga- 
ping, how deſperate were the Wounds of theſe 
ſinful, miſerable Nations ? Hell had broke looſe 
upon us, and Confuſion had obtained and held 
a Dominion of 20 years. 

The Flower of our Nobility, Gentry, &c. cut 
oft by the Sword of the Rebellious ; How were 
the mighty fallen! I may not ftand tro make a 
gradation of our miſeries, --- Quanquam animus me- 
miniſſe borret--- Yer I muſt repeat ir, the King and 
the Prieſt (the beſt of Kings, a moſt excellent 
Prelate) fell under the Swords, rather under the 
Axes of an impious Retellion. The Sun was turned 
into Darkneſs, the. Moon into bloud , the Stars 
thrown tromtheir Orbs, Our Religion: aboliſhed, 
our Foundations overturned, our Laws abroga- 
ted. The Government of ( burch and State diſſolved, 
the Governonrs Baniſhed, impriſoned, murdered. 
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Inſtead ot Religion, Atheiſm, and Infidelity, Fa- 
natick Raze and wild Enthufiaſm : Inſtead of Li- 
berty and property, the voice of Sequeſtrations and 
Plunders, Decimations, Tranſportation, Impriſonment, 
were heard in the Land. 

Our Kings and our Princes were among the 
Gentiles, the Law was no more, the Prophets recei- 
ved no Viſion from the Lord. 

How often did his Majeſty attempt a Reftituti- 
on! How often was he diſappointed ! He came to 
his Own, bur his Own received him not: they ſaid, 
This # the Fir, Come let us Kill bim, and the 
Inheritance (hall be ours, 

God permitted them to fill up the meaſure of 
their Intquities, to baffle every attempt for a Reſtitu- 
tion. He ſuffered them to ride over our heads, 
Tinkers, and Coblers, and Draymen, &c. to be- 
come Lords over his Inheritance. 

And now behold a Wonder of Providence and 
Mercy, © Behold, we ſaid our bones are dry, our hope 
'* # gone, We are cleancut off. 

When preſently and #nexpefedly, the Glory of the 
Lord appeared for our deliverance. 

Re, ſumma ftante tegula, Outs im pryeric. 

As it was with Gideon, Zephtah, Samſon, and 
other Heroes of old, the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon this Great Captain. 

It prompted him to an heroical Deſign, it fil- 
led bim with Prudence; Fortitude, Juſtice, Temper, 
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and Sobriety, to an heroicaldegree. Immediately 
he was not dilobedicnt to the Heavenly motion, 
but he forthwith proceeded to the performance 
of A&ions able to juſtifie the veliet of a Divine 
Hſsiftance. 

By adeep Prudence, and an impregnable Tacitur- 
nity, he confounded the wiſdom of the Wiſe, and 
he put to ſhame the pretended Spirit of the fanati- 
cal Enthuſiaſts, 

He hampered the Crafty in their own Snare, in 
the Net which they laid for others privily, was 
their foot taken. 

Such was his Courage, that though an Hoſt of 
men were prepared _ him, yet he did not 
fear. Audite poſteri | it my voice would reach it, 
I would ſpeak to the Generations which are to 
come. 

By his Courage and his Prudence, Himſelf (at 
firſt alone in the Deſign ) without any (onfidents or 
Correſpondents, being then in an unſure conquered 
Country ; friendleſs, monileſs, nnarmed, and unprovi- 
ded. Taking to him the belp of a few cold Streamers, 
in the Compaſs of afew weeks, without the expence 
of one drop of bloxd, He ſcattered the invincible Ar- 
mies and Armadoes of the Rebellizus, which had fo: 
long /ubjuzated theſe Nations,and made thematelves. 
zerribletotheir Neighbours, | 

He reduced into Obedience all the Cities, Towns, 
Caſtles, Forts, Armies, Navies, Magazines, of Eng- 
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land, Scotland, Ireland , and our Foreign. Planta- 
tions. » 

He broke the Heart of Rebellion, tore up the 
roots of Anarchical Tyranny, and of Fanatical 
Uſurpation. 

By Temperance, Vigilance, and- ſlrenuous ABivi- 
ty, God bleſſing his endeavours, he brought all 
things into his power. And when he had them 
there, When theſe Nations trembled under ambi- 
guous Expetations, and the wondring world were 
gazing and conjeFturing which way the moment of 
his prodigious fortune would incline him ; He choſe 
the. way of Conſcience and Religion, The fatuous 
glaring Luſtre of a proſperous ſurpation could not 
ſeduce him. But imbracing the well-weighed 
ditates of a ſober, ſolid, (briſtian underſtanding , 
he ſacrificed all his acquiſitions to Honour and 
Juſtice, plainly Heroical and Divine, 

He reſtored to every Man his own; to the 
King he reſtored the Throne of his Royal Prede- 
ceſſors 3 to the Nobles their Honours and ancient 
Priviedges, (tribute to whom tribute, fear to 
whom fear, honour to whom honour belonged.) 
To the whole Nation he reſtored their Religion , 
their Laws, their Liberties, their Properties, (And 
to ſome of the Regicides he repaid their due. ) 

Thus was God pleaſed by the miniſtry of bis hand 
(at a time andin a manner unexpefted, by a ſur- 
prize of grace and bounty) to turn our Capti- 
vity 
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vity as the Rivers in the South, to fill our mouths 
with laughter, and our tongues with joy. 

O that men would therefore praiſe the Lord 
for his Goodneſs , and (by their Gratitude and 
Obedience) declare the wonders of this Heroical 
cranſa&tion, Surely bere was 9m, This was the 
Lords doing,and it will be marvellous in all ſucceed- 
ing Generations; He it was that ſent Redempti- 
on to his people by the hand of this Great Lea- 
der, as of old hedid to 1ſrael by the hand of Moſes. 
Concerning this whole TranſaQion I ſhall only 
ſay, it cannot be parallel'd out of the Rolls and Re- 
cords of the Generations which are paſt, and ir 
will be remembred and admired in the Generations 
which are to come. This was the State of that 
Glorious Aion. 

2. In the next place, towards an eſtimate of his 
perſon, be pleaſed briefly to refle# upon his De- 
meanour afterwards , conſider how all his foll: wing 
Aftions were anſwerable to this grand leading perfor- 
mance, and were in theirkind Great and Heroical, 

Did ever any perſon (after ſo great an A4tion) 
exceed him in the temper and ſobriety of hismind , 
or in the Dutifulneſs, uſefulneſs, the ſtrenuous las 
bour the Conſtancy and final perſeverance of all his fol- 
lowing performances? After that (by the mercies of 
Ged) the publick affairs were compoſed , and by 
the Bounty of his Gracious and Grateful Sove- 
raign, His own private Aﬀairs were letled, 
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Did He uſe ory lnſolencies 2 Offer at any Extras 
vagancies * Attempt any Exorbitancies? Side 
with any Fattisns* Make zny Intrieues? Che- 
riſh any Reſentments * Nay , but entirely and 
a bſolutely , (without any the leaſt reſerve, He de- 
voted himſelt tothe ſervice of his King and (oun- 
try, and ro the ſupport and preſervation of thoſe 
Great Intereſts of Church and State, which God 
by his Miniſtry had Reſtored. 

Riches and Honour did not corrupt and ſoften 
him to Eaſe and Luxary; They did not abate , 
but animate and inflame his ( onrage and. his In- 
duſtry. 

He did not ſay, ** Soul take thine eafe, thou haſt 
&« goods laid up for many years,zat, drinky and be merry. 

He did not ſay, Let ethers labour ,and let others 
fight, Let me enjoy my felt a little vefore I ga 
hence, ec. But on the other tide, If ever any 
living man did ſtudiouſly decline employments , 
becauſe they were eafie,and offer himſelt to others, 
becauſe of their Difficulties;embracing with a greedy 
magnanimity the very labour and Dangerot them, 
certainly He was that perſon. To omit the indu- 
ftrious execution of his cther Offices, wherein no 
man could exceed him,the vigilant and laborious 
performance of his place of General, which obliged 
him to a Conſtant, perpetual care of all his Majeſties 
Forces, and toa vigilant eye over all the Nation 


(and the ke.) When God was pleaſed to ſend upon 
the 


ay =

the (ities of London and Weſtminſter that tremens 
dous Plague, and every one by an eager flight with- 
drew themſelves from the danger, how carneſtly 
did he petition that he might ſtay at Weitminſter! 
There he ftaid, and by the exceeding hazzard and 
indefatigable labours of his perſon, and by a pious, 
timely, prudent erogation of his Charity, he was a 
ſuccour and ſupport to a languiſhing Nation, a 
dying people. 

When the War grew to an exceſs of fierce» 
neſs, how premptly and defirouſly did he profer 
himſelf to the Engagement ! I need not ſtand upon 
this Argument, Non ignota loquor, This was his 
diſpoſition, this was his praftice , ſuch was his 
Conftant behaviour to the laſt. No man ever exceed- 
ed him in the perſeverance of his merit. 

3. To compleat the eſtimate of his perſon, Ic 
remains that weſpeak a word of his Felcity, 

1. The experience that he had of it in this 

Life. 

2. The Hope of his Injoyment of it in che 

other. 

ti, As for his temporal felicities ( received at 
the hand of God) they may be reduced to three 
orders , 1. Perſonal. 2. Domeſtical or Ocecono- 
mical. 3. Popular, or Political. | 

1. Thar great things might be done by him, 
God was plealed to beltow upon him greatEndow- 
ments; Many and great Deliverances , Great and 
Glorious ſucceſſes. E 2 Not- 
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Notwithſtanding the «ndervalue of ſome who 
think themſelves the Wits, Non eſt magnus cui 
non Fuit ille magnus. 

God had beflowed upon him, A large undey- 
ſtanding, A deep judgment, A Capacious and a 
Retentive memory, An admirable faculty of diſpatch 
of buſineſs, A ſtrong compafted Body , A /olid 
mind, not apt to be elevated or depreſſed, An in» 
vincible Courage, A ſedate and uniform contempt 
of Death. Each of theſe hard to be equalled all toge- 
ther never to be exceeded. 

To reſerve him for hononrable and great perfors 
mances, he bejiowed upon him a thouſand eminent, 
and great deliverancts;l believe there is hardly any 
man living, who had been more often or more 


- dangerouſly ingaged, yet (I have often heard 


him ſay that) he was never conſiderably hurt R 
or Wounded, God covered his head in the day of 
Battel, andin time of danger he whelmed him 
under the hollow of his hand. 

St. Paul gives the Corinthians a Catalogue of the 
Perils from which God had delivered him. He fil'd 
up and vaſtly exceeded the Catalogue of St. Paul. 
From perils of Robbers, from perils from his own 
(ountry-men, from perils among Strangers, from 
perils in the City,from perils in the Field,from perils 
in the Sea, from perils among falſe Brethren , 
from perils by the plagne , from perils by war , 
from perils of Aſſaſſination = trom perils in- 
numerable 
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numerable, the Lord delivered him. 

To ſet upon him his 6wn ſtamp and ſrenature 
of Henoxr , God bleſſed his Counſels, and gave 
a wonderful ſucceſs ro his endeavours. No age 
can _ that ſucceſs of the Reſtauration; He 

elt into any Great Diſaſter in his proteſſion 
(which is the common fate of great Comman- 
ders) And even where the iſſue of the whole mat- 
ter hath not been very proſperous , God hath or- 
dered his part ſo, that he hath come off with im- 
mortal Honour and Reputation. Such was his per- 
ſonal felicity. 

Moreover, God blefled him in his economical 
Relations, He was certainly the belt Husbaxd in 
the world and he received the requiral of faithſulnejs 
and bye, they twain were loving in their Lives, 
and in their Deaths they were not divided. 

He wasthe beſt Father in the world,and God was 
pleaſed to bleſs him with a Son of eminent abilities, 
of body and mind, fatred for the ſupport of his Honour, 
and the continrzance of his Name and Family. 

He lived to fee him entred intothe ſervice of his 
Country, (as Hanno entred Hannibal,againſt the Ro- 
mans,ſo) he entred him inthe Loyal Antifanarical 
Houſe of Commons. He lived to fee him diſpoſed 
of in a very Henoxrable marriage, ſeaſoned by himſelf 
in the principles of Yertue,and Religion, Honour and 
deep Loyalty, Diſpoſed to ſoow him in the ways of: 
Honour which himſelf had traced, and in Gods 
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due time to become a ſupport and ornament of his 
Country. 

Laſtly, God bleſſed his endeavours with honour 
and acceptance of men, of all that are good and ho- 
neft in the Land, from the King that fitteth upon 
the Throne, tothe meaneſt Beggar in the ſtreet, 

The Souldiers looked upon him as their Fa- 
ther, and were ready and ambitious to live and 
die with him. The body of the people. loved and 
honoured him, nay (God forgive them) they be- 
liev'd and trufted in him. They thought he could 
do all things, (as Martha ſaid unto Chriſt, Lord 
if thou-hadſt been here, our Brother Lazarus 
had not dyed) how oft hath it been faid by com- 
mon people, lf the General had been here, the City 
had not been burned? 

He was the Favorite of the Parliament , the 
Dearling of both Houſes , they confided in him , 
they loved and revered him. And his Love 
was Reciprocal, His Heart was upon them for 
their Religion and Loyalty, he mourned tor their dis 
viſions; exceedingly laboured the uniting of both 
Houſes, and the Contin#ance of this Parlia- 
ment. 

But incomparably beyond all his other worldly 
felicities, was the conſtant uninterrupted, Ardent Af- 
feftion of His Soveraign Lord and Maſter. He 
conferred upon him Kiches , and Honours. He 
Cheriſhed him in His Royal Bojome, He parſu'd 
him 
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him with perpetual Ardors without Interm:ſSion or 
abatement. No ſhadow of Suſpicion, no Cloud of 
Jealoufie, no Qualm of Satiety arole,from the firſt 
Moment of his Services , to the laſt momeatof 
his Life. 

Nay, his Love to him is fronger then Death, 
His Afedion follows him after death, in a pater- 
nal tenderneſs towards his Son. In the glorious Pa- 
rentation of this Day ; What can a pious Prince 
do more then to deliver his remains to be depoſited in 
the Sepulture of the Kings of England,andhis Renown 
to. be preſerved in the memorials of all Poſterity ? 

Theſe are ſome few Inſtances of the fa- 
vour God ſhewed to this Great Perſon in this 
World. I is true, that all worldly felicities in this 
life arenot to be valued without the hopes of 
his felicity in Heaven, I ſhall ſpeak therefore 
one word of that, and ſo Concl ude. 

2. Here indeed we are in bc lubrico, concer- 
ned tobe reſerved and Wary ; What [hall we (ay? 
Or What ſhafl we not (ay ? 

We know the hard (enſures of Fanatical,facti 
ous , diſappointed, envious perſons; Bur I know 
likewiſe, that we have not ſo learned Chriſt. 

In all that I have ſpoken, or ſhall ſpeak con- 
cerning him, I would not be underſtood to prez 
trend, that he was exempt from humane failings, 
and Infirmities, Quiſque ſuos petimur manes ; Bur 
his vertues were great and eminent , his merits 
| known 
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known to all the world. Surely he had no fail- 
ings comparabletothe enyy and ingratitude of his 
detra&tors. Moreover we have a gratious God,a mer- 
ciful Redeemer, an High Prieſt ſenſible of our In- 
firmities, And we have reaſon to believethat his 1s 
firmities were waſhed away by the blood of Feſis. 

What we have ſeen and beard, we may be ad- 
mitted to ſpeak, and have had the honour to 
be (in ſome meaſure) a Witneſs of his Con- 
 verſation, 

For the laſt 7 years ( atleaſt) of his Life, 
had the honour and happineſs of a free Con- 
verſation with him. Towards his latter daies 
(eſpecially ſince his bodily Infirmity began to pre- 
vail upen him) My addrefles were more fre- 
quent then before. 

When I had opportunity , I waited on him 
in the Country ; When 1 perceived the approa- 
ches of Death, 1 attended him carefully and of- 
ten, 

I was with him in his Agonies, I affiſted in his 
laſt Chriſtian Offices ; T heard his laſt words, and 
his dying Groan, Wt Imperatorem decuit, I ſaw 
him dye erefin his (hair. And {:tly, Thad the 
honour to cloſe his Byes. 

This 1 ſpeak, not to boaſt of the particular honour 
which he was pleaſed to do me ( his Converſation 
was #uxiver/ally ſuch, towards all mankind, humble, 

eafie, and familiar ; I am perſwaded that bardiy any 
| man 
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did ever exceed him in this: part .of the. greatneſs 
of his mind, he was «.n;y»1S , the ſelf ſame 
perſon in every poſition, never depreſſed, never ela- 
ted by his fortune) but | mention thele particulars 
only ad faciendam fidem. | | 

In referenceto the Duties of the ſecond Table, 
Flis performances were {o eminent in all relations, 
that the mention of them is needleſs. 

Tell me;all ye that would detract from his ho- 
nour, Was he not an Incomparable Subje&t, Hu- 
band, Father, Friend, Citizen, Commander ? 

I ſhall only ſpeak a word in reference to the firſt 
Table. 

His Religion did not indeed conliſt in talking, 
canting, boaſting, (of priviledges or arteinments) 
cenſnring, or diſobedience. But it was ſolid, real, and 
ſubſtantial; And it had thele marks. 

Through all the Varieties of his life,he adhered 
conſtantly to the true reformed Proteſtant Profeſſi- 
on, and was a Lover of the Dottrine, Diſcipline and 
Government of the Church of England. 

He was a great deteſter of Sacriledge.he hath of- 
ten told me with Joy and Reſolution, that he ne- 
yer bad or would have in the Compaſs of his E- 
po ,- any part that had ever been devoted to pious 
Ules. TAE 
He was conſtant in attendance on Religious Duties 
(Prayers, Sermons, &c.) and would not depart 
- ou F hence 
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hence: without the /iaticum Chriftianiram | 'the 
Communion of the Body and Blood of. his Redeem- 
er, which he received with all the Teftimonies of 
Penitence, Devotion, and Comfort. SR 

He diſcovered alwaies an awful reverence towards 
the Majeſty of God, and an abhorrence towards 
the Profanation of his Name. 

As for the truth of the Graces of a (Chriſtian Spi- 
rit, theſureſt time to judge of them is the time of 
trial, the time of the greateſt trial, is the'time of 
Sickneſs and the approaches of death; And in refe- 
renceto theſe, I am perſwaded that , | 

If ſelf-deniat and refignation to the Will of God; 
If patience and meekneſs, and'a deep humiliation un- 
der thermighty hand of God. 

If a promptneſs todie and a defire to be diſſolved. 

If a (onſcience ſatisfied and rejoycing ,* in the diſ- 
charge of duty towards God and Man, 

- If Faith in ((hrift and a comfortable hope of Salva- 
Ra bo IS, 

If freedom from terrors and fernples , to which 
even good men are liable, 

If af thele © ( ſealed with a clear and perfe# un- 
derſtending to the laſt moment, and with a gentle, 
placid and decoronis Exit:) are any grounds whete- 
by to judge of a Chriſtians eſtate in reference tothe 
World to rome , 'then the World hath reaſon to be 
perſwaded of the happy Condition of this Great pers
